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The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Mutsai or Qui. 

Note Qui figs. 4 and 5 more specifically steps 3, 4 and 5 yield a structure of a 
vibration plate of monocrystal silicon (#20), a piezoelectric film (#402), the vibrational 
plate being sandwiched between oxide layers (S1) 2 #30), the d1 +d2 D1 and di + d2+ 
D1 less than 5 D2 are evident from the drawings and the dimensions given in the 
descriptive text. The piezo material can be a ceramic composition (col. 4 In. 1-10). 
Murai , figs. 2a, 2b similarly shows a monocrystal silicon diagraphm #101, sandwiched 
by S1 dioxide layers #102, #103 and a ceramic piezoelectric film #105. It is noted that 
the referenced structures are only intermediate products for both Qui and Murai, but 
these claims are only drawn to a piezoelectric structure so the references directly teach 
the claimed structure. As noted in applicants remarks, the references do not explicitly 
teach a thickness of between 10 and 100 microns. However, optimization of a known 
structure for a particular application (e.g. thru routine experimentation) has long been 
held to be within the skill expected of the routineer. Thus to establish specific 
thicknesses and other dimensions would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in 
the art. Note, too, that the newly specified thickness can hardly be viewed as a critical 
feature as it was not even present in the original claims. 
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Claims 7-1 1 remain allowable.
